THE LAWS O COMMERCE. 


It is not generally known that 
Overland freight rates are about as 
cheap te. Tucson, Arizona, as to San 
Francisce, and a good deal cheaper to 
Yuma. The figures are, New York to 
San Francisco, six cents per hundred, 
New York to Yuma, six hundred miles 
beyond San Francisco, three and a 
nalf cents per hundred, Tucsen, Ari- 
arm Long, nine cents per hundred. San 
Francisco merchants heard of this not 
long age and went boiling out to the 
Central Pacific office to have it stop- 
ped. They said “here your, principal 
argument for a southern road was that 
it would give San Francisco merchants 
the trade, and now yeu discriminate 
in favor of eastern merchants.” It 
seemed to leave nothing te be said on 
tbe other side at all, but it was explain- 
ed that the Arizona business was 
sought after by the Atlantie and Pac- 
ifiec road who could land freight there 
fer nine cents or less and the everland 
roads must carry cheaper than reg- 
ular rates or lose all the trade 


which weuld throw hundreds of 


freight teams in Arizona out of bus- 
iness and San Francisco and the whole 
Coast would suffer by the stagnation 
which would fellow. Such questions 
are not to be settled arbitrarily as eur 
legislature learned when it came to the 
peint. It requires great study and ex- 
perience and the members had neither.

ess, The very life of the Republican

_ and his sacred promises, all demand a 
veto ef the bill. His friends off the 
Comstock lode, and indeed most of 
them there, recognize this fact, and 
there will be no silent condemnation 
of an approval. The man who dares 
to betray the people. who deres to 
break the very promises which he 
made the oftenest and the strongest, 
will arouse a feeling of indignation 
before which the strongest might bow. 
It will follow him, though he made a 
million. It will lie down with him at 
night and visit him in his dreams. It 
will never give him a moment's peace 
to his dying day. He will see the 
state of Nevada fall ioto the hands of 
political plunderers at a time, perhaps, 
- when it holds the balance of power in 


the general gdverument, and he will 
"say with bitter sorrow, “ Beheld the 


work of my haod.” He will see men 


turn this way and that, drifting about, 
not knowing where to pin their faith. 


Hie will hear them say, “If we could 


nothing to be said in favor of discrim- 
inutivg against all other ivterests in 
favor of twe great mines that are un- 
willing to pay the smallest fraction of 
their profits for the protection of the 
law and the support of the govern- 
ment. If these men whe have taken 
ont of Nevada's rocks, meney enough 
to place them among the richest, if 
not the richest men in the werld, if 
they sre to be exempted by govern- 
ment from contributing to its support,. 
such a gevernment is not worth sup- 
porting, and every preperty ewner 
ought to refuse te pay his tax,and pro- 
tect his property with a sho'-guo. 
Anether sentiment, which finds ex 
pression among all classes, is that the 
activa of the legislature in throwing 
the responsibility ef this measure upon 
the governor's shoulders was ei'her 
cowardly or treasonable. If members 
feared to stand up to the principles of 
the platferm on which they were elec- 
ted, er if they parted with those prin- 
ciples for coin, they certainly showed 
themselves very poor stuff; and in 
either case, they may consider them- 
selves very safely laid away on the 
shelf politically. 

NUT-BEARING TREES FORK NEVADA. 


The California papers are endeaver- 
ing te interest the country people in 
put-bearing trees. There seems to be 
no reason why Nevada should not stir 
in this matter. If she cannot have 
the orange, lemon and eucalyptus she 
could have the walaut, hickeryaut and 
other valuable trees. These all 
grow luxuriantly in a climate much 
like this, and they are certainly worth 
all the trouble and ten times more 
than it would take to introduce them. 
The black walout would grow hand- 
somely all over the meadows and 
would soon bear delicious crops. The 
wood brings enormous prices all over 
the coast, even the roots are dug up 
in Kansas to be used for veneering. 
Hickery wood is brought areund the 
hern for spokes, tongues, shafts, etc. 
and ship loads of it are used every 
year In fifteen years vur boys could 
be picking nuts off thé trees right here, 
as we did when we were boys. What 
is boyhood without hickory nutting? 
An empty sham. No wonder Califor- 
nia is fall of hoodlums. The chestnut 
is another valuable tree, both in crop 
and fibre. -The ash might flourish in 
in this climate and is an exceedingly 
valuable tree. From it the best fork, 
hoe, and shevel handles are made; 
light, stiff, and strong. Somebody 
with land could make himself a pub- 
lic benefactor very cheaply, if he 
would put a few such seeds in the 
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the condemnation ic can ever recieve. 
It was guilty of atrick;a cowardly, 
unpatriotic bargain which will render 
it infamous. If Governor Kinkead 
signs this bill, it leaves the large suits 
in the Storey county business to be 
feught eut to the detriment of the 
cuunty and state, and the bouangs 
mines are compelled te pay their just 
penalty.

Silver Preduction. 
Eureka Sentinel. 

One ef the most important questions 
to this section is the pruduton of 
silver, aud the world's production 
is given peculiar current interest 


through the inquiry instituted by the 
| British parliament. The estimate of 
the production laid before the silver 
conupittee by Sir Hector Hay is gener- 
ally uccepted as the nearest apprexi- 
mation to the truth which the exist- 
ing data admit, and from the doeu- 
meut it appears that the preduction 
— in 1852 to — $40,600- 
000, and in 1875 to about $80,500,000. 
In the fuur-and-twenty the pro- 
duction had g bole in- 
crease was in the yield of the United 
States. At the beginsing of the per- 
jod that yield was practically nil; in 
1862 it risen to $4,500,000, and 
afterwards it augmented rapidly, be- 
ing estimated by Sir Hector «as high 
us forty-nine millions for 1875, al- 
though the reports of the 
United States mint gives the 
uction that year as only 
700,000. The real production 
of 1875 was, therefere, only 71.200, 
000, or an increase of about 75 
cent. in the twenty-four years, o- 
cording te Wells, Fargo & Co.'s re- 
port for 1873, the yield of the United 
States mises has not since 1875 sensi- 
bly increased; so that even if all other 
countries were as productive as be- 
fore, we cannot estimate the world’s 
roduction at much over $71,000,000. 
ut is it probable that all other cena- 
ties have yielded as much us formerly? 
The evidence laid before the British 
committee was all to the effect that, 
while the United States mines were 
marvelously rich, these ef other ceun- 
tries were becoming exhausted. Their 
production has long been statienary 
and would almost certainly fall off 
under the influence of depreciation. 
Even the United Ststes mines have 
felt this influence. It is incentesti- 
ble, then, that the world’s production 
has not increased within the lagt three 
years; it is in the highest degree pro- 
bable that it has materially dimin-

vada. The university grant preper is 
40,080 acres. The mining college 
grant is 90,000 acres. The time, twice 


extended, forthe establishment of a 


mining college, has twice expired, and 
the grant has, strictly speaking, been 
forfeited, but will; no doubt be ex- 
teuded again, according to the petition 
of the legislature by concurrent reso- 
lution. echnically, the continuance 
ef the institution at Eiko, with some 
latitude allowed to its scope and its 
name, will enable us to hold both 
grants, and in due time to secure titles 
to settlers without any outlay en the 
part of the state. 

The Gazetre looks at the matter 
merely in the light ef economy. An 
institution of the kind is necessary to 
get our land, but why, in the name of 
common sense, sheuld we not get some 
good of it when it could be made 80 
very usefal and contribute to the real 
ad vancoment of our young men and 
young women. We don't want it 
here.

paper. The governer believes that a 
lange part of the people ef the state 
are not willing to believe that it is by 
any possibility his duty to sign the 
bill, and for that reason objects to any 
public expression of his views, al- 
though he talks very freely to his 
friends. The tax due from the mines 
of Storey county were not paid, be- 
cause ef mistaken action on the part 
of the officers, who placed their tax at 
twenty-five cents onthe hundred dol- 
lars, instead of a dollar and twenty 
five, as it should have been. These 
mines paid all that was 
claimed without a days delay 
or a protest, and got receipts for 
the full satisfaction of all dues from 
the proper county officers. Now, cer- 
tain attorneys have taken the cases 
under contract and have full posses- 
sion of all the authority the county 
has power to grant, for the prosecutien 
of the cases, and if the ceunty orders 
them to cease, any citizen can bring 
others in their places and compel them 
to be prosecuted. If judgment is 
given the mines will be bankrupt and 
sold at sheriffs sale. It would take 
an assessment of four dollars a share 
te satisfy the claim against Belcher 
alone, and other big mines nearly as 
much. The clesing of these mines 
would be one of the greatest financial 
disasters ef modern times. Over three- 
quarters of a million are expended 
monthly in the werk of prospecting 
and the withdrawal of this immense 
sum would bankrupt the state in 
every department. There is a very 
serious doubt whether this law can 
effect the penalty business er not. 
The governer is firm in the belieft t 
it cannot. The courts in his opinion 
will ignore this law altogether and in- 
sist upon the penalty on the constitu- 
tional grounds that the penalty is im- 
perative and above the reach of the 
legislature. The Republican party 
pledged itself to leave the bullien tax 
law stand as it was, which it has done. 
There is no doubt but that Geverner 
Kinkead would have resisted any 
change in that, no matter what his own 
belief was in the premises. The pop- 
ular side of this question was the veto 


side, and the governor shows his good 
intention aod honest firmness as much 
by signing it, as he would by veteing 
one and approving the ether—even 


more. His motives are, beyond all

poor. Every country has men with 
fine cattle, sheep, hogs, and horses. 
Their wagens are io goed repair, their 
fences always up, their gates open and 
shut easily, their land bears good 
crops, their stock stands the cold, 
their hay does not blow away, and 
they get to be rich. Fvery country 
has ether men, whose mowing ma- 
chines stand out of doers, whose har- 
ness is tied up with strings, whese 
barns have boards hanging by a nail, 
whese cattle tramp down more hay 
than they eat, and they do not get 
rich. The difference is—brains. Two 
men will take pieces of land, beth 
alike. One plews when he gets time, 
and plows teo deep or not deep enough. 
He turns up clods which do not break 
up and which a reot will no more pep- 
etrate than it would a rock.

Thanks to alfalfa, which is 
ene of the most valuable crops ever 
sown, and to irrigation, which far ex- 
ceeds “old probabilities” in reliabil- 
ity, farmers in Nevada are above all 
accideats, and whether they farm 
closely or loesely, they get well to do 
io ashort time. This soil is light and 
takes plenty of air, and whether plow- 
ed shallow or deep breaks up nicely 
and mixes well together. Nevada 
ranchers are beginning, however, to 
mix their creps,and when they de 
that there is mere need for study. It 
will be a fine thing for Nevada, and 
for the industrious, scientific farmer 
as well. We do not mean the thee- 
retical farmer when we say the scien- 
tific farmer; we mean ene who has theo- 
ries, but theories in accerdance with 
nature's great laws. The ceuntry is 
settling down, and the law of evolu- 
tion is taking hold. The slovenly, 
drinking, gambling farmer will ge to 
the wall, while the better one will 


prosper. 


HOW TO GET A FINE THEATRE. 


The theatre question will agitate the 
public mind as seon as the business 
and heme questions are settled. A 
goed theatre building ought to be 
bailt and no economy displayed in 
the location. A good big lot in the 
best place in town ought te be de- 
voted to it. It is net likely that any 
one man will go into this matter as 
systematicallyas it should be done, and 
we are of the opinion that the work 
might be better dene by a joint stock 
company than any other way. There 
was money enough spent in balls 
before the fire in Reno to 
have built as yeod a house as 
Carsen has and when all was done the 
town was without a really good hall.

THE LAWS OF COMMERCE. 

It is not generally koown that 
overland freight rates are about as 
cheap te Tucson, Arizona, as to San 
Francisco, and a good deal cheaper to 
Yuma, The figures are, New York to 
San Francisco, six cents per hundred, 
New York to Yuma, six hundred miles 
beyond San Francisco, three and a 
nalf cents per hundred, Tuesen, Ari- 
zona, nine cents per hundred. San 
Francisco merchants heard of this not 
long age and went boiling out to the 
Central Pacific office to have it stop- 
ped. They said “here your, principal 
argument for a southern road was that 
it would give San Francisco merchants 
the trade, and now yeu discriminate 
in favor of eastern merchants.” It 
seemed to leave nothing te be said on 
the other side at all, but it was explain- 
ed that the Arizona business was 
sought after by the Atlantie and Pac- 
ific road who could land freight there 
fer nine cents or less and the everland 
roads must carry cheaper than reg- 
ular rates or lose all the trade 
which weuld throw hundreds of 
freight teams in Arizona out of bus- 
iness and San Francisco and the whole 
coast would suffer by the stagnation 
which would fellow. Such questions 
are not to be settled arbitrarily as eur 
legislature learned when it came to the 
peint. It requires great study and ex- 
perience and the members had neither. 
Nothing but a thoreagh knowledge ef 
the subject will enable men to legis- 
late intelligently on the question. 


If the new constitution is adapted 
in Califernia it will help the state of 
Nevada very much. Several ef its 
provisions are very unfriendly to 
capital, which is independent and free 
te travel, aud the chances are that a 
good deal more will come over the 
hill to be invested than does now. 
At present a man cannot get a cent 
in the California banks on any Nevada 
property. That is a rule which it is 
very hard to break or even bend. 
Nevada's laws are very reasonable for 


capital and there are chances on every i 


side, either for a magnificent gamble 


or for dead square business invest- i 


ments that can be figured to a fraction.

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A Valuable Tree Which is Being Cut up 
for Firewoed. 


Ranchers in the neighborhood of 


Reno occasionally employ an idle day in 
heuling into towu a load of mountain 
mahogany (cerco corpus Ledifolius) 
which finds a ready sale forfreweod. It 
is very hard and very heavy; harder 
and heavier than manzanita, which it 
resembles un its general manner of 
growing. It pushes up several bnah- 
like branches from the ground instead 
of having a trunk. In color its bark 
is brown or gray, instead of red like 
manzanita. It burns almost without 
smoke making a very hot, even fire, 
outlasting three times as much pine, 
but making a great deal of ashes. It 
is nearer to anthracite coal in its man- 
ner of burning than any wood known. 
It burns best when mixed with other 
woed and is much less destructive of 
stoves. It catches surprisingly easy 
whether green or dry. The pine and 
mountain mab y seem te have 
little friendship fer each other. Wher 
ene grews the other does not. The 
latter scatters out ever the high 
meuntains almost everywhere that 
the larger trees de not reach the 
summits, giving a hairy, furzy look to 
the precipiteus sides and rocky tops 
of mountains eleven or twelve thou- 
sand feet abeve seu level. It is nat 
confined to high elevations, however, 
but grows about as thickly and nearly 
as | below the timber line, at an 
elevation of five er six theusand feet, 
as anywhere else. Itis very unusual 
te find a stick six inches in diamater, 
or a tree over ten or twelve feet high. 
Its leaves are evergreen, of a pale 
blue coler and about an inch long, 
but are not very plentiful. They add 
little to the landscape having too lit- 
tle color te give ch r to the hill- 
side where they grow, There is little 
doubt but that mouhtain mahogany 
is a valuable tree for a Variety of uses. 
It would make a nice veneering for 
fine furniture. The grain is beautiful 
and the combination ef colors very 
rich. It is also likely to be largely 
used in the place of .boxweod in ma- 
king woodcuts aod printing type. 
The world is being depleted of box- 
wood at ap alarming rate, and if this 
is a substitute, it will prove a valuable 
addition to the products of this state. 


Water Coming 

In an interview with a GazErrz re- 
porter Friday, A. A. Evans aid 
that the contracts were let several 
days ago te finish the lower end of the 
Highland ditch, the contract to fin- 
ish the west end was signed to-day.

They have 700 or 800 
acres of land, about twenty miles 
north ef Carlin, abeut 300 ef which 
is under cultivation in grain, potatoes, 
and vegetables. They sel! grain, which 
is hauled out to the railr ad, and have 
a fine band ef cattle, and are self sus- 
taining. They live in houses, each 
family separate, with barns, corrals, 
etc., and each holds his owa property. 
There is no other reservatien in the 
country that has at all approached 
these Indians in the work they have 
done. 
Elko, recently received orders from 
Washington to remove these pceple 
from their farm to Duck valley, on the 
edge of Idaho, on a branch of the 
Owyhee, one of the tributaries of the 
Columbia. This valley is in the 
Bannock country,with whom they wil! 
be in continual warfare. They refuse 
te go, and if they are forced to give 
up their homes, they will turn wild 
and fight everybedy they can rob. 
The governor will telegraph the sec- 
retary of the interior to-morrew, and 
write to Congressman Daggett all the 
facts. Doubtless sume steps will be 
taken to prevent such an act of cruelty 
and injustice.

The President's Brief Mescago.

What Can be Cut in the Truckee Basia 
From Lake Tahoe te Reno. 


Every year the timber question 
grows in importance, and attracts 
mory attention, not enly in Nevada 
and on the Pacific coast, nor yet in 
the United States, but all ever the 
world. Men have sought fer substi- 
tutes, and have found a partial one iu 
iron. They have tried to replece the 
forests cut inte lumber and wood, but 
they want to destroy in an hour what 
it takes a hundred years to grow. 
Science is busily engaged in studying 
the effects which will follew the great 
change from a woeded to an open 
country, aod it is a study in which 
every man, weman, and child is inter- 
ested. Nevada has no mere im- 
portant subject for consideration than 
this. Without timber her geld and 
silver will stay in the rocks. Nay, 
even with abundant material, the va- 
riatiens of ene or twe dollars per 
thousand will effect, to a large degree, 
the amouut of bullien produced. The 
Truckee basin has a supply of timber 
which, at the present rate of consump- 
tion, ! 

WILL LAST ABOUT TWENTY YEARS, 
but before it is half cut eut, the ex- 
pense will have increased so much as to 
raise the price twenty per cent. This 
will open up sew sources of supply, 


and divert the destruction isto new 
fields, so that it will be many times 
that before the whele available crop is 
exhausted. Between Sierra valley 
and the south end of Lake Tahoe there 
could be cut about two thousand mil- 
lien feet of lumber, and between five 
und seven million cords ef wood. 
This is figuring on close cutting, such 
as the mills are doing now, instead of 
fermer extravagant methods. Prosser 
creek, from the Central Pacific te the 
summit, will contribute one hundred 
million feet, witheut much advance 
in prices. The Little Trrekee will 
bring ia five hundred millien. The 
head waters of Martis creck, above 
Richardson's, will cut two hundred 
aed fifty millions, which is quite with- 
iu reach of logging railroads, being on 
a flattish country comparatively speak- 
Richardsen’s aod McFarland’s basin 
will held about ninety millien 
and will cut to great advantage. Ju- 
niper creek will take out in the neigh- 
borhood ef a hundred million, at «a 
profit, at present prices. Below the 
mouth of Juniper creek te the timber 
line above Reno, about 
THREE HUNDRED AND FIFTY MILLION 
are standing. Between the town of 
Truckee and the south end of the 
lake, the river will catch over a hun- 
dred and fifty million, at a decent 
figure. This will leave half as much 
more standing on high mountains, and 
in ipaccessible places. Around the 
lake itself the amount of lumber is 
ENORMOUSLY OVERESTIMATED. 
In the whole vast basin there is not 
ever five hundred million, nearly half 
of which is barred out by the diffichl- 
ty of getting it. It is safe to say tigt 
if the consumption ef 1875-6 had 
centinued, the available timber on 
Lake Tahoe would be exhausted in 
five years from this time. As it is, it 
will continue te fill the demand for 
seven or eight years. Bliss & Yer- 
rington have, as near as it could be 
estimated by excellent judges, two 
hundred million feet, which can be 
got to the mills at a small advance 
on present expenses. Hobart & Mar- 
lette have a beautiful tract which will 
eut about forty-five million, and they 
and other parties could put in another 
hundred million from different places. 
THE DIVIDE 
between the Little Truckee and Sierra 
would give us half enough to fill the 
grand estimate, and there are edd 
corners enough to more than fill the 
balance. Of course lumber will con- 
tinue to find a market from these dif 
ferent localities for hundreds of years, 
but these figures are the estimates of 
rties acquainted with their own 
neighborhoud, and have been careful- 
ly gathered through several years of 
investigation. Such enormous figures 
and such large tracts of country are 
v hard te get exact, but will stand 
a close investigation.
